(A) Any person owning, keeping, harboring or having custody 
of any dog or cat over the age of three months must obtain a 
pet registration for such animal; provided, however, that no

organization, municipal animal control facility or 
governmental agency, or guide dog. Animals belonging to those 
agencies or persons will be issued complimentary registration 
tags. 

§ 91.051 APPLICATION FOR REGISTRATION; OR PERMITS OR 
MICROCHIP IMPLANT 

Section 91.051 (E) 

(E) It shall be unlawful for any owner of any dog or cat to 
fail to provide any dog or cat over the age of three months 
with current pet registration as provided in this section. 
The owner of any dog or cat, which dog or cat is over the age 
of three months, must also have in his possession a current 
rabies vaccination tag showing that such animal has been 
vaccinated against rabies as otherwise provided in § 91.075. 

No permit shall be issued unless proof of vaccination against 
rabies is shown at the time of application for the permit. Any

§ 91.075 VACCINATION REQUIRED; TAGS. 

Cats and dogs over the age of three months must be 
vaccinated by a licensed veterinarian for rabies. Dogs and 
cats must be vaccinated yearly. Both cats and dogs must wear 
a current rabies tag at all times attached to a properly 
fitted collar or harness. 

SECTION 2. The invalidity of any section, sentence, 
clause, paragraph, part or provision of this Ordinance shall 
not affect the validity of any other section, sentence, 
clause, paragraph, part or provision of this Ordinance which 
can be given meaning without such invalid part or parts. 

All Ordinances or parts of Ordinances and sections 
of the Municipal Code of the City of Fort Wayne in conflict 
herewith are hereby repealed.

RABIES IMMUNIZATION 


Rabies Immunization; Certificate; Tag; Quarantine 

For the purpose of administering the rabies control law, an 
animal is deemed to be rabies immunized only when the 
following provisions are met:" 

(1) The animal must be vaccinated by a licensed and 
accredited veterinarian. The vaccine used must be 
licensed and approved by the United States Department 
of Agriculture. The dosage and administration of either 
a modified live virus or inactivated vaccine must be in 
accordance with this rule and the manufacturers' 
recommendations, 

(2) The licensed and accredited veterinarian performing such 
vaccination shall do the following: 

(A) Furnish an antirabies vaccination identification 
tag with the veterinarian's or clinic’s name and 
telephone number to the owner or custodian of the 
animal, 

(B) Complete a vaccination certificate, or 
computerized record in triplicate on the animal 
being vaccinated for rabies as follows: 

(i) One (I) copy of the certificate or 
computerized record shall be given to the 
owner or custodian of the animal being 
vaccinated for rabies.

(ii) One (I) copy of the certificate or 

computerized record shall be forwarded to 
the county health officer or designated 
agent upon request or as otherwise directed 
by the state veterinarian within thirty (30) 
days of the vaccination. 

(iii) One (I) copy of the certificate or 

computerized record shall be retained by 
the veterinarian vaccinating such animal 
covering the period of immunization. 

(3) The animal owner or custodian shall affix such tag to the 
collar or harness of each animal, where it shall be worn 
at all times. 

Immunized animals are subject to all quarantine provisions 
which may be imposed by state or local regulations. The final 
determination of an animal's rabies status shall be made by the 
state veterinarian. 

Rabies vaccination of dogs and cats 

All dogs and cats three (3) months of age and older must be 
vaccinated annually against rabies with a licensed and approved 
vaccine administered by a licensed, accredited veterinarian. 

Animal rabies control program 

(a) A statewide animal rabies control program is established. 

(b) The Compendium of Animal Rabies Control, 1995, 
National _ Association of State Public Health 
Veterinarians, Inc., herein Incorporated by reference, 
shall be used in the implementation of the program 
established under subsection (a).

Background 

In June of 1995 the Indiana Administrative Code was revised to more strictly address the rabies 
vaccination requirements of dogs and cats. This was done in anticipation of the arrival in Indiana 
of a raccoon rabies epidemic that is slowly traveling westward from the east coast and more 
recently, canine rabies in the south. 


Synopsis of Ordinance Changes to Align with State Law 

1. Age of rabies vaccination requirement for dogs and cats changes from 6mo to 3mo. 

2. Cats cannot be vaccinated with a three year vaccine, vaccination required annually. 

3. Introduction of a "juvenile" tag to show current rabies vaccine without financial 
penalty connected to spay/neuter, (a $2.00 tag)

EFFECT OF NON-PASSAGE: Violation of home rule laws, state of Indiana. 

MONEY INVOLVED: Cost of a juvenile tag showing proof rabies vaccination will be $2.00 to 
the citizen and will cover the cost of tag purchase by the city. Enforcement methods will not 
change.

Sub section 91.050 PET REGISTRATION RE¬

PLANT 

Section 91:050 (A) 

(A) Any person owning, keeping, harboring or hav¬ 
ing custody of any dog or cat over the age of three 
months must obtain a pet registration for such ani¬ 
mal; provided, however, that no pet registration shall 
be required of any animal welfare organization, mu¬ 
nicipal animal control facility or governmental agen¬ 
cy, or guide dog. Animals belonging to those agen¬ 
cies or persons will be issued complimentary regis¬ 
tration Sub Section 91.051 APPLICATION FOR 
REGISTRATION; OR PERMITS OR MICROCHIP IM¬ 
PLANT 

Section 91.051 (E) 

(E) It shall be unlawful for any owner of any dog or 
cat to fail to provide any dog or cat over the age of 
three months with current pet registration as provid¬ 
ed in this section. The owner of any dog or cat, 
which dog or cat is over the age of three months, 
must also have in his possession a current rabies 
vaccination tag showing that such animal has been 
vaccinated against rabies as otherwise provided in 
Sub section 91.075. No permit shall be issued unless 
proof of vaccination against rabies is shown at the 
time of application for the permit. Any owner of such 
animal who moves into the city for purposes of es¬ 
tablishing a residence or residing or who becomes a 
resident as result of annexation shall have 30 days in 
which to obtain the permit required by this chapter.
